New Town Budget Feels Effects 
Of Skyrocketing Energy Costs

While people across the country are feeling the 
effects of the continued rising of fuel costs, the town 
of Agawam can sympathize. 

The proposed 2002 budget reflects a 6.23 percent 
increase over last year, but it falls short of 2001’s 
seven percent increase. Mayor Richard A. Cohen said 
the main reason for the increase across the board is 
the same reason citizens’ budgets are increasing. 

“A lot of the increase is due to electricity and fuel 
and those types of needs," Cohen said. “We need to 
keep our [city] trucks fueled as well as our police vehi¬ 
cles and fire trucks, and we need to keep our schools 
heated and air conditioned.” 

Cohen said he hopes Town Council will approve 
the Agawam Fiscal Year 2002 budget, including a 
general operating budget of up to $3,110,347 with 
$1,222,500 in capital improvements and a school 
budget of $25,510,190, as submitted. 


"I think it’s very, very well thought out,” Cohen said. 
"I spent a lot of time on it, as did the department heads 
and budget committee. It includes what is necessary 
to maintain the lifestyle the community is accustomed 
to while being fiscally responsible.” 

Cohen added that the amount of money the state 
gives the town is “less and less" every year, leaving 
the town to incur more costs. 

“We also have a large reserve based upon negoti¬ 
ations and a large amount of money for tax foreclo¬ 
sures and land takings,” Cohen said, adding that he 
would prefer to adopt an ordinance under Mass. 
General Law that would allow the town to revoke 
licenses rather than foreclose or seize land. Cohen 
said that Town Council directed the change. 

“So the foreclosure and land takings line has 
increased to $100,000 from just $8,000 last year,”

Cohen said. 

The proposed School Department budget reflects 
a 4.35 percent increase and includes nine additional 
staff positions, a full day kindergarten at Phelps 
School, the School Councils’ funding and $125,000 
for educational technology. 

"We didn't cut any programs and we’re not looking 
at laying off teachers like some other towns or getting 
rid of any extra-curricular activities, also like many 
other towns,” Cohen said. 

The Public Safety budget includes four new cruis¬ 
ers, replacing cruiser laptops and the completion of 
the lease/purchase of Fire Department Pierce pump 
trucks while the Public Works budget reflects contin¬ 
ued street improvements, sidewalk repairs and week¬ 
ly trash pick-up. 

Highlights of the Culture and Recreation line items 
are the continuation of the library expansion, 2.5 new 
library positions added, a $5,000 increase in the book 
budget, $25,000 for Perry Lane Pool renovations and 
design and plan for the Senior Center. 

Town Council will vote on the proposed 2002 budg¬ 
et before June 18. Council approved last year’s budg¬ 
et with a vote of 11-0.

On Monday, May 21st, I had the great honor and 
pleasure of joining with more than 1,000 present and 
former members of the Armed Forces and their fami¬ 
lies, public officials, and members of the public in ded¬ 
icating the first Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial 
Cemetery in Agawam. 

As I looked over the seas of faces, I was reminded 
of the memorial inscription at Normandy Chapel, near 
the D-Day battlefield in France. It reads, “These 
endured all and gave all that justice among nations 
might prevail and that mankind might enjoy freedom 
and inherit peace.” 

I saw the new face of our Armed Forces, the men 
and women who make up the Navy, the Marines, the 
Army, the Air Force, the Coast Guard, and the 
Merchant Marine. I also saw thousands of veterans

Move your “can” ... your 
can of gasoline, that is!!!

Flammable liquids, like gasoline and kerosene, are 
serious hazards that we keep around our homes. 
However, if they are stored and used properly and 
safely, accidents can be avoided. 

Most people do not realize that a gallon of gasoline 
can be as dangerous as 14 sticks of dynamite. When 
ignited, these flammable liquids (with their invisible 
vapors) don t burn, but explode! The most likely vic¬ 
tims are men and boys between the ages of nine and 
35. 

The more typical accidents involving flammable liq¬ 
uids happen when: 

* Gasoline is used to clean something. 

* During the refueling of small engines/motors 
while they are s till hot, or while smoking. 

* Applying lighter fluid on a charcoal fire that has 
already started to burn. 

The following guidelines should be used when han¬ 
dling or storing flammable liquids: 

* Store in “safety cans” or containers that have 
been approved for the storage of flammables by 
Factory Mutual (FM) or Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL). 

* Store outside the home, away from areas where 
there are pilot lights or other sources of ignition. 

* Use solvents designed for cleaning, always fol¬ 
lowing the manufacturer’s recommendations for prop¬ 
er use. 

* When refueling any engine, turn it off, allow to 
cool, and extinguish all smoking materials. 

Any flammable liquid should be treated with 
respect in order to prevent accidents. If you have 
them stored in your home, move your “can”... for the 
safety of your family.

who have given supreme, selfless sacrifice to 
Massachusetts and to the United States. These patri¬ 
ots are heroes, exemplary examples of courage, loy¬ 
alty, and service. I felt a surge of pride to be able to 
honor them and all those who will follow in their foot¬ 
steps. 

It took persistent effort by a legion of people to 
make this.cemetery a reality. It started with a single 
constituent inquiry to my district office in the spring of 
1996. It continued when the former Chairman of Ways 
and Means, Senator Stanley Rosenberg (D-Amherst), 
supported our $1.7 million request for the state share 
of construction and preparation money. 

The federal government exceeded its original com¬ 
mitment to fund 50 percent of the construction project, 
and in December 1999 agreed to cover the entire $7.2 
million construction cost, saving the Commonwealth’s 
taxpayers $3.7 million. Western Massachusetts

Veterans’ Service Directors committed countless 
hours to planning, support, and organization for the 
project. Finally, and perhaps most importantly, a pri¬ 
vate citizen, Edward Squazza, made the project pos¬ 
sible by donating 61 acres of land, valued at over $1 
million, which make up the grounds of the cemetery. 

It has been an extraordinary endeavor. A cemetery 
to honor and to pay respect to the brave men and 
women of Western Massachusetts who have risked 
their lives in defense of our great nation is a grand 
memorial to all those who served our country in our 
hours of need. 

A Western Massachusetts Veterans’ Cemetery is a 
way for all of us to give back, so that all who rest, in 
the words of Lord Tennyson, "in the quiet limit of the 
world,” will be honored and exalted in a place of beau¬ 
ty and rest. It is a fitting memorial for the entire region 
to embrace. I am proud to have been part of it.

Agawam Fire Dept, has 
fallen way behind the times 

To The Editor: 

In the May 3rd “Letters to the Editor” of The 
Agawam Advertiser News, regarding Agawam's aeri¬ 
al platform truck proposal, I stated that no full-time fire 
department around us lets that type of apparatus 
leave the fire station in an emergency mode with a 
driver alone. 

I was mistaken. The West Springfield Fire 
Department does, on occasion, run their aerial plat¬ 
form, when they have to, with one person. Their nor¬ 
mal crew, however, consists of three people (existing 
national standards from the NFPA calls for a crew of 
four (4) people on such a truck). 

The City of West Springfield is smaller in size, in 
square-mile area than Agawam, and the population of 
the two are comparable. Their fire department has 
working shifts of 17 persons on duty in three fire sta¬ 
tions and they will work down to no lower than 14 per¬ 
sons on duty. 

Agawam’s working shift starts out at 12 persons on 
duty in two fire stations (Agawam had three fire sta¬ 
tions until the town closed the one in North Agawam 
in 1979), of which they will work down to no lower 
than nine persons on duty. 

The fact that West Springfield, or another city or 
town in the Western Massachusetts area, may some¬ 
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times run an aerail platform truck with just one person 
as the driver shows that there are others that may 
have staffing problems of their own. It clearly illus¬ 
trates how far behind the Agawam Fire Department 
has fallen.

Town of Agawam in the 
middle of energy crisis 

To The Editor: 

Whether we like it or not, the City known as the 
Town of Agawam finds itself thrust into the middle of 
the energy crisis that our country is experiencing. We 
are the host community of a new, “state-of-the-art” 
gas-fired power plant. We need to educate ourselves 
about fossil fuels and emission rates. We need to 
understand the difference between renewable and 
non-renewable resources for the purpose of produc¬ 
ing energy. We need to be cautious, inquisitive, and 
above all, careful. 

President Bush has recently proposed a bill requir¬ 
ing that emission rate restrictions be loosened on 
coal-burning power plants. This opens the door for 
cleaner fossil fuels such as natural gas (the cleanest) 
or oil to have their emission rates relaxed as well. This 
is bad for our country and worse for Agawam. 

Experts predict that fossil fuels (a non-renewable 
resource) will be close to exhaustion around the mid¬ 
dle of this century, 50-60 years from now. You might 
say to yourself, “Who cares? Most of us will be dead 
by then.” It’s understood that at that time, nucleur 
energy will become the energy of choice, but splitting 
the atom is dangerous. 

What a lot of us fail to recognize is that there are 
four other renewable resources that can be used to 
produce power that pose no danger to our health or 
environment whatsoever: hydro (water); solar (sun); 
wind (windmill); geo-thermal (heat from the center of 
the earth). 

These four renewable resources can supply a 
“never ending” energy source to propel the turbines 
that create electricity. The technology is there, but 
there is no one in the middle to make a profit. You 
can’t sell the rays from the sun nor the wind in the sky 
as easily as you can market coal or oil. It’s all about 
profit. 

With this in mind, we must not panic as a commu¬ 
nity and bow down to influences that are going to try 
to compel us to burn oil instead of natural gas at the 
power plant in our Industrial Park. Without going into 
detail, the City Council of Agawam has the ability to 
prevent the power plant on Shoemaker Lane from 
burning oil instead of natural gas. 

The purpose of this letter is to plead with our com¬ 
munity and with everyone who runs for public office 
this election year to take a firm stand against the 
burning of oil in place of natural gas at the power plant 
sited in our Industrial Park. 

I make this plea because after unsuccessfully 
attempting to become a City Councilor twice in the 
past, I choose not to run again for public office this 
election year. I apologize if my past deeds were mis¬ 
understood and it is my hope that my words did not 
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fall on deaf ears. 

For the past five years, my reward for standing up 
to Berkshire Power and not accepting their terms has 
been a constant source of frustration and embarrass¬ 
ment.

Kindergarten issue full of 
myths & misinformation 

To The Editor: 

How so many myths, and so much misinformation, 
can inform the full-day kindergarten dabate evades 
me. Numerous persons have written explaining not 
only their reasons for backing this step, but also what 
this step entails. We have noted how the so-called 
need for daycare does not, and cannot, inform this 
movement. I have already noted how daycare has no 
curriculum attached. Unfortunately, class bias contin¬ 
ues to pervade opposition to this movement. Repeat 
a lie often enough, and people will believe it. This is 
not a welfare program. This is not a daycare program. 
Shame on anyone who would prevail on class bias to 
try to silence a progressive movement with irrational 
and ugly rhetoric. 

I am not a parent. I have no day care needs. I sup¬ 
port a full-day kindergarten because it works, and it 
has been proven to work. Ample studies have very 
clearly demonstrated its advantage. It is clear that the 
full-day kindergarten does very well to prepare stu¬ 
dents of whatever background for their continued ele¬ 
mentary school studies not just academically, but also, 
socially. Not one single study suggesting otherwise 
has ever once been cited. I suppose it is easier to pre¬ 
vail on class bias. 

Graduates of the full-day kindergarten have a 
proven advantage over half-day graduates, and half¬ 
day graduates have a proven advantage over those 
who never did attend kindergarten. Far from taxing 
our students, the full-day program actually works 
more smoothly since instructors finally have the time 
to actually cover their full curriculum and their lesson 
plan can finally be consistent on a daily basis. Far 
from spoiling the childhood of our youth, the full-day 
program actually removes stress from students' lives 
so that the full day need not drown the students in 
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academics as half-day programs may be forced to 
due to such limited and inadequate time. Children are 
children even while at school. No one is attempting to 
sacrifice anyone’s youth. Kids are kids, and no 
kindergarten program pretends otherwise. I’m won¬ 
dering why so many others seem intent on pretending 
otherwise. Unless a parent is actually home-school¬ 
ing, no time spent at home will offer the sound prepa¬ 
ration for continued elementary school studies that 
the full-day kindergarten program has clearly been 
proven to do. 

Furthermore, never has anyone ever suggested 
that all kindergarten students should be compelled to 
take part in the full-day program. Full-day kinder¬ 
garten advocates in Agawam have always, always, 
contended that it should be the parents’ decision. We 
have never, not once, not ever, suggested that the 
half-day program should be done away with. I cannot 
imagine for the life of me how some have gotten this 
strange idea that we support full-day kindergarten for 
all kindergarten age students. If parents have the 
financial means available to prepare the student for 
his elementary school education on their own, more 
power to them. Our Town, however, has the moral 
and ethical responsibility to see that all students, 
regardless of their class background, have equal 
access to the best education available. 

Finally, no full-day program advocate has ever sug¬ 
gested that “all or nothing” approach advocated by 
the program's opponents. “All or nothing,” of course, 
actually means “nothing” and "nothing" is precisely 
what “all or nothing" advocates actually want. For rea¬ 
sons of available space and funds, the lottery system 
is a necessary evil at this point in time. Reality come 
with roadblocks. Before we can hope for the program 
to be available for all, we must provide for the pro¬ 
gram’s gradual growth so that it can actually reach 
that point. No magic wand waved can ever make it 
happen. 

The parents advocating for this program are 
responsible and caring parents. We can all stop 
insulting them, now. We can all stop pretending we 
know what motivates them. I do not believe we have 
a Town full of psychics. I’m fairly certain we cannot all 
read minds. If I was a parent, I’m certain that I would 
want my children to have every single advantage that 
more affluent families have. Who wouldn’t? Wouldn’t 
you? To prevail on class bias in this debate is to rein¬ 
force a situation that has more students from less 
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affluent families declining academically compared to 
their peers. I do not believe we need a two-tiered edu¬ 
cational system depending on class background. I do 
believe we need to have our students better prepared 
for their continuing education both socially and aca¬ 
demically. 

The class background of parents involved in this 
movement is a red herring, first of all, intended to 
deflect attention away from the fact that our rationale 
for this program is sound and the benefits are tangi¬ 
ble. Second, it is often no less than an ad hominem 
attack with little foundation in fact, intended to squelch 
debate and fan the flames of pure bigotry.

Year 2001 casts 
honor and recognition 
upon veterans

Looking back at the late 1960’s, when the 
American public reacted against the unpopular 
Vietnam War with flag-burning and rebellious 
responses to our returning soldiers, the year 2001 has 
constrasted with some long-overdue honor and recog¬ 
nition for the people who have preserved American 
freedom down through the years. 

Several unique, local landmark events regarding 
veterans have highlighted the years, including the 
Dedication of the Massachusetts Veterans Memorial 
Cemetery; the April 10th Agawam High School gradu¬ 
ation ceremony for 13 World War II veterans who left 
to serve their country before they were able to com¬ 
plete high school; and the placement of a monument 
at Feeding Hills Center to mark the Field of Parade, 
where Revolutionary War soldiers used to muster. 

The magnificent Massachusetts Veterans Memorial 
Cemetery held an Open House and Consecration on 
April 22nd, which was open to the public. The official 
opening of the cemetery was the Dedication on May 
21st, although pre-applications were accepted prior to 
that time. The first interment will take place after the 
Dedication. 

Volunteers, coordinated by former Veterans’ Agent 
Ruth Bitzas, helped to guide attendees to short- or 
long-term parking, with tours, directions, and with 
guidance to keep traffic flowing through the 61-acre 
cemetery, the first State Veterans cemetery to be built 
in Massachusetts. 

These same volunteers will be available for cere¬ 
monies, information, and tours for families whose 
loved ones will make this Massachusetts Veterans 
Memorial Cemetery their final resting place. 

Robert McKean, director of Massachusetts 
Veterans Cemeteries, told us, “I cannot say enough 
about all who have helped us. We have over 60 vol¬ 
unteers, and with Ruth’s (Bitzas) leadership, they will 
make up one of the best state cemeteries in the coun- 
t • r y 

McKean continued, “What you see completed is 
Phase I, which is 21 of the 61 acres that were donat¬ 
ed to us. When all phases are complete, there will be 
from 45,000 to 50,000 gravesites. We are also accept¬ 
ing donations of military memorabilia, replacement 
flags and flags of all sizes, and flags from all branch¬ 
es of military service. We are looking for stantions and 
flags for M.I.A.’s, P.O.W.’s, I.E.A.’s, Army, Marine 
Corps, Navy, Air Force, and Coast Guard. For infor¬ 
mation about donations, or to inquire about burial at 
the Massachusetts Veterans Memorial Cemetery, call 
321-9500.” 

Many state and federal dignitaries attended the 
dedication, including Congressman Richard Neal, 
State Senator Linda Melconian, State Representative 
Daniel Keenan, Mayor Richard A. Cohen, William 
Jayne, director of State Cemetery Grants Services at 
Veterans’ Administration in Washington, D.C., and 
Anthony Principi, secretary of the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

Edward Squazza, the Agawam farmer who donat¬ 
ed 61 acres of his land for the cemetery, also attend¬ 
ed. 

A driveway winding its way behind the cemetery’s 
administration building and committal chapel was 
named “Edward Squazza Lane” in his honor several 
months ago, and his generous donation will never be 
forgotten. 

Irish tenor John McDermott, who lists the homeless 
veteran as his charity of choice, was in attendance, 
adding his beautiful and moving voice to the event. 

McKean, in addition to serving as director of 
Massachusetts Veterans Cemeteries, is also in 
charge of Operation Recognition' of the 
Massachusetts Dept, of Veterans’ Services. 

Agawam experienced the joys of Operation 
Friendship when, on April 10th, 13 veterans who went 
to war instead of graduating from Agawam High 
received their diplomas. 

McKean, who has now given out over 5,500 diplo¬ 


mas to veterans who left high school early to join the 
war effort, said, “Experience is a hard teacher. She 
gives the test first and gives the lesson after. These 
men got high school through life. They learned math 
through their weapon sights; biology, through helping 
their wounded friends; psychology, through holding 
their dying friends; and geography from foreign lands. 
They did not learn history. They made history.” 

Six veterans were honored with diplomas posthu¬ 
mously. An article written by Sarah Hamel of the 
Agawam High MIRROR editorial staff detailed the 
presentation. “(Town resident) Frank Andruss, for his 
uncle, Clarence Andruss (Andruss died at Saipan in 
the Pacific in June of 1944; Frank Dean by his wife, 
Ruth; Agawam High School student and member of 
the United States Marine Corps, Michael Brunelle, for 
Gerald Forni; AHS student and member, U.S.M.C., 
Adam Ascobar for Prentiss Jenks, Jr.; son of John 
Kupek, receiving in honor of his father; and Raul 
Sands for his brother, Hubert Sands. No one accept¬ 
ed at the ceremony in honor of Albert Lepore, due to 
a late cancellation. 

“The other diploma recipients included Stanley 
Backiel, Donald Campbell, William Neil, Leno 
Repossi, Warren Roberts, and Leo Tonelli.” 

There were several speeches at Operation 
Recognition, including words from Principal Paul 
Cavallo, State Representative Dan Keenan, Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen, Robert McKean, and the reading of 
a letter from none other than Steven Spielberg, direc¬ 
tor of “Saving Private Ryan,” by Dean of Students 
Bernadette Conte. Before handing out the diplomas, 
Postmaster Mark DeForge, a 1974 AHS graduate, 
presented sheets of stamps issued last year that read, 
“Remembering Those Who Served.” DeForge com¬ 
pared the diploma recipients to “Rhodes scholars.” 

Among the many plaques and gifts bestowed upon 
them, Kenneth Romano, Customer Service Manager 
of Super Stop & Shop in Feeding Hills, added anoth¬ 
er gift for each graduate; copies of the 412-page 
novel, “The Greatest Generation” by NBC news 
anchorman Tom Brokaw. Romano had help from 
Kathy Sufriti, also from Super Stop & Shop, in hand¬ 
ing out the books. 

Due to the generosity of Super Stop & Shop, the 
entire event was made possible, including refresh¬ 
ments after the ceremony, a dance that evening, and 
the costs related to the publication of “Operation 
Recognition,” written by the Agawam High MIRROR 
staff under the guidance of faculty member Larry 
O’Brien. 

“Operation Recognition,” in the form of a newspa¬ 
per (copies of which were left at every seat at the 
graduation ceremony), was the idea of Kathleen 
McSweeney, assistant principal, and Mrs. Conte. 

Reporters from the MIRROR’S editorial staff were 
each assigned to learn about a particular veteran. 


Corinne Butova, editor-in-chief, said that the most 
moving part of the ceremony was “to see the veterans 
walking with their diplomas." 

According to news editor Joanna Surowiec, “They 
all said they’d do it over again.” Aimee Piccin, enter¬ 
tainment editor, interviewed Leo Tonelli, who also said 
he would go back. The entire MIRROR staff said that 
the most interesting part of doing this story was that 
“all the veterans said they would go back again.” 

Reporter April Rondeau researched Clarence 
Joseph Andruss, the only veteran of this group who 
actually died in battle. Born May 12, 1925 in 
Springfield, Andruss joined the U.S. Marine Corps on 
January 18, 1943 as part of the Second Marine 
Division. He had attained the rank of private first class 
by the time his division fought in the Battle of Saipan. 
He died on June 18, 1944, one of 3,426 Americans 
killed in that battle. His family received the Purple 
Heart, a Victory Metal, and an Asiatic/Pacific 
Campaign medal with one Bronze Star. 

He was just a junior when he left school and had to 
ask his parents’s permission to join the military 
because he was only 17. 

The Eagle Scout proejct by Steve A. Pilegi will 
grace the Granger School grounds at Feeding Hills 
Center, a perfect complement to the “Miracle Worker” 
memorial of Anne Sullivan and Helen Keller. 

Although the ceremony dedicating the monument 
took place several weeks ago, the granite stone will 
serve as a perpetual reminder of the importance of 
our military to our way of life and our freedom. 
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Senate engrosses 
Spfld. Convention 

Center Bill 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the Senate 
engrossed House Bill 4124 “An Act Relative to the 
Springfield Civic and Convention Center" on 
Thursday, May 24, 2001. 

The Senate put the Springfield Convention Center 
Bill on the fast track. Senator Melconian presided 
over the Senate as the $17.5 million Springfield 
Convention Center Bill was engrossed. 

“I want to once again thank Senate President Tom 
Birmingham (D-Chelsea) for his leadership and 
steadfast commitment to Western Massachusetts on 
this important economic development issue,” com¬ 
mented Melconian. 

H.B. 4124 increases the bond authorization for the 
Springfield Civic and Convention Center by $17.5 mil¬ 
lion for a total project cost of $66 million. The original 
bond authorization of $48.5 million for the Springfield 
Civic and Convention Center was fully funded in the 
1997 Convention Center Bond Bill. 

"The Senate understands the timeliness of this 
important project due to the construction schedule for 
the Civic and Convention Center projects, and that is 
why we moved within a week on this important legis¬ 
lation.” 

H.B. 4124 now moves back to the Hosue, where it 
will be considered for enactment. The House 
engrossed the bill on Tuesday, May 15, 2001 and has 
a formal session scheduled for Tuesday, May 29th 
(presstime). The bond bill requires a 2/3 vote of each 
branch for enactment before the bill reaches 
Governor Swift’s desk. 

In addition to providing $17.5 milion for the 
Convention Center project, the Bill also crates a new 
Springfield Convention Center Finance District within 
a few blocks around the Civic Center in Downtown 
Springfield, effective 30 days after enactment. The 
new Finance District dedicates specific room, meals, 
and sales tax revenues from within the district to pro¬ 
vide debt service on the additional $17.5 million. 

The B'\W imposes a Convention Center Funding sur¬ 
charge room tax (CCF) of 2.75 percent on 
hotels/motels in West Springfield and Chicopee, and 
dedicates these new revenues to the debt service on 
the $17.5 million. These taxes are not currently col¬ 
lected and can only be collected by the 
Commonwealth and not individual municipalities. 

The same surcharge was imposed in Springfield, 
Worcester, Boston, and Cambridge in the original law 
to support debt service on the Boston and Springfield 
Convention Centers and an appropriation for the 
Convention Center in Worcester. The Local Option 
Room Tax of four percent from new hotel rooms with¬ 
in the new Springfield district will also be dedicated to 
the debt service (Springfield would ordinarily keep 
these funds). Springfield will also donate the land and 
the building adjacent to the Civic Center to accom¬ 
modate the expansion. 

Safeguards covering any unanticipated shortfall in 
funds needed to make annual debt service payments 
on the bonds for this project are written into the legis¬ 
lation, including (as a last resort) making the City of 
Springfield liable for such a shortfall.

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Ago Fire Dept. & 
CPSC launch recall 

The Agawam Fire Department is working with the 
Office of the State Fire Marshal and the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission (CPSC) to 
launch a “recall round-up" to rid homes of fire haz¬ 
ards. CPSC is organizing a nationwide campaign to 
discard hazardous consumer products such as old 
disposable lighters, frayed extension cords, and 
recalled products that could lead to a deadly fire. 

The products on the recall round-up list have been 
recalled previously or were made safer when new 
safety standards were put in place. "Product recalls 
do not always immediately get unsafe products off 
store shelves or out of people’s homes,” said 
Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano. “Because these 
products can cause fires, we hope every family will 
make it part of their spring cleaning to get rid of any 
that might still be in the house.” 

Today, the CPSC is launching its recall round-up 
and asking consumers to look for and remove prod¬ 
ucts from their homes that pose a fire hazard. These 
items include cigarette lighters without child-resist¬ 
ant mechanisms; extension cords with frayed or cut 
insulation; Black and Decker Spacemaker Optima 
Toasters (Model T1000); KMart children’s decora¬ 
tive lamps; halogen tochiere lamps sold before 
wire guards were required; GE and Hotpoint dish¬ 
washers; and old electric hair dryers with built-in 
shock protection devices in the plug.

Ten years ago, the region was introduced to a new 
book by Dave Hale of Palmer. It was a detective com¬ 
edy called “How I trapped Louie the Rat." Fans of 
Hale’s writing will be happy to konw that he has come 
up with a new novel that is enjoying brisk sales on the 
national market... “2084, the Year of the Liberal.” 

Not for the squeamish, bleeding heart sensibilities, 
this book is a satire of liberalism.

Holy Spirit, come... 

Of the three Persons of the Holy Trinity, without a 
doubt the Holy Spirit generates the most confusion 
and the most controversy. People who believe in God 
generally don't struggle with the idea that He created 
and sustains the world; and many can rather easily 
embrace Him as our Heavenly Father. Admittedly, 
Jesus is no stranger to controversy, but the Church 
generally agrees upon His role as the Savior of the 
world. The Holy Spirit, however, is not nearly as well 
known or understood by people generally, or even 
within the Church, specifically. 

The Holy Spirit gained His first noticeable notoriety 
in the Book of Acts. When the day of Pentecost 
came, they were all together in one place. 
Suddenly a sound like the blowing of a violent 
wind came from heaven and filled the whole 
house where they were sitting. They saw what 
seemed to be tongues of fire that separated and 
came to rest on each of them. All of them were 
filled with the Holy Spirit and began to speak in 
other tongues as the Spirit enabled them. 

While the scene just described is undoubtedly 
unusual, it is the fulfillment of a promise God had 
made many years prior to this event, through the 
prophet Joel. I will pour out My Spirit on all your 
people. Your sons and daughters will prophesy, 
and your old men will dream dreams, your young 
men will see visions. Even though we sometimes 
have to wait for a while for God’s promises to come to 
fruition, and we may not fully grasp all of the implica¬ 
tions of what God’s promises mean in the first place, 
God always keeps His promises! 

Contrary to what it may feel like, the Holy Spirit is 
not a newcomer to the scene. The Holy Spirit has 
been present and at work in this world, from the very 
beginning. The Bible describes the beginning of the 
world this way. In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth. Now the earth was form¬ 
less and empty, darkness was over the face of the 
deep, and the Spirit of God was hovering over the 
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waters. It is interesting to observe that the first Person 
of the Holy Trinity to be mentioned by name in the 
Bible is not God the Father, nor God the Son, but 
rather, God the Holy Spirit. 

The Holy Spirit is properly credited for His labors in 
the Book of Psalms. How mighty are Your works, o 
Lord! In wisdom You made them all; the earth is 
full of Your creatures. There is the sea, vast and 
spacious, teeming with creatures beyond number 
- living things both large and small. There the 
ships go to and fro, and the leviathan, which You 
formed to frolic there. These all look to You to give 
them their food at the proper time. When You give 
it to them, they gather it up; and when You open 
Your hand, they are satisfied with good things. 
When You hide Your face, they are terrified; when 
You take away their breath, they die and return to 
the dust. When You send Your Spirit, they are cre¬ 
ated, and You renew the face of the earth. 

The Holy Spirit, who had a hand in the creation and 
building of the world, who also plays an ongoing role 
in sustaining the world, is the source of power for the 
Church. Down through the ages, He has been ener¬ 
gizing and renewing the Church. One way to look at 
the Protestant Reformation is to see it as a charis¬ 
matic renewal; just look at the writings of people like 
Martin Luther, who in A Mighty Fortress Is Our God 
wrote, “The Spirit and the gifts are ours.” 

For some people, the gifts and working of the Holy 
Spirit are off-putting, but they need not be. Most of the 
spiritual gifts described in the Bible are things each of 
us would feel comfortable with. There are different 
kinds of gifts, but the same Spirit. There are dif¬ 
ferent kinds of service, but the same Lord. There 
are different kinds of working, but the same God 
who works all of them in all people. Now to each 
one the manifestation of the Spirit is given for the 
common good. To one there is given through the 
Spirit the message of wisdom, to another the mes¬ 
sage of knowledge by means of the same Spirit, to 
another faith by the same Spirit, to another gifts of 
healing by that one Spirit, to another prophecy, to 
another the ability to distinguish between spirits, 
to another the ability to speak in different kinds of 
tongues, and to another the interpretation of 
tongues. All these are the work of one and the 
same Spirit, and He gives them to each one, just 
as He determines. 

There’s an old hymn entitled, Holy Spirit, Thou Are 
Welcome In This Place. As we trust the Holy Spirit, 
and open our lives to Him more and more, we’ll be 
blessed, and so will those around us.

Women-owned firms face 
unique challenges 

(Part 1 of 2) 

Not long ago, the entrepreneurial world was domi¬ 
nated by male-owned businesses. Today, that picture 
is rapidly changing as record numbers of women are 
owning and operating their own successful business¬ 
es. 

In fact, according to a study conducted by the 
National Foundation for Women Business Owners, 
the number of women-owned businesses in the 
United States more than doubled between 1987 and 
1999, reaching 9.1 million, or 38 percent, of all U.S. 
firms. 

Overcoming Key Problems 

As more women set out to start their own firms, 
they also face some challenges their male counter¬ 
parts usually don’t encounter: 

* Establishing credibility in business - Women 
business owners report they sometimes feel they 
aren’t taken seriously in the business environment. 
Problems related to this issue include: competing in a 
male-dominated environment, proving capabilities, 
and overcoming stereotypes and sexism. 


“Make a conscious effort to take yourself very seri¬ 
ously in your business matters,” says Carrie Bell, for¬ 
mer owner of a Minneapolis-based graphic design 
firm. “Being confident in your own abilities can go a 
long way toward getfmg others to value your skills as 
a business owner." 

* Obtaining financing and credit - The National 
Foundation for Women Business Owners reports that 
women entrepreneurs have lower levels of bank cred¬ 
it than their male counterparts. Women of color are 
particularly affected - just 29 percent of women busi¬ 
ness owners of color reported having bank credit, 
compared to more than half (53 percent) of Caucasian 
women business owners. 

“When I operated my small business, my costs and 
expenses usually weren’t that high, so I often used 
credit cards as a source of credit,” Bell says. But there 
are a wide range of better, lower-interest options 
available in today’s financial world. Contacting the 
Small Business Administration or a local organization 
specializing in lending to women can be extremely 
helpful.” 

* Balancing time between family and business - 

Female business owners with families often discover 
they’re still expected to handle the bulk of household 
duties. Not spending enough time with a spouse or 
loved one can also create problems. 

“Anyone who has a small business experiences 
problems balancing work and family," Bell says. “You 
want to put your customers first, but you also don t 
want to neglect your family and personal life. If you’re 
married, be sure to get your spouse’s assistance with 
family matters. And, don’t neglect to spend time 
together.”

“Dispute Intervention” 

Q. I recently filed a Complaint for Divorce. My hus¬ 
band and I tried to agree on temporary custody of our 
minor child and child support without going to court. 
However, because we were unable to reach an 
agreement, my attorney filed a motion on my behalf 
for temporary orders for custody and child support. I 
thought we would just present our arguments to a 
judge, but my attorney informed me that we would 
first have to “mediate” our motions before we enter 
the courtroom. Can you explain this procedure to me. 

A. In the Hampden County Probate Court, all 
motions are first processed by the Probation Office 
before they are presented to a judge for hearing. This 
procedure is called “Dispute Intervention." An 
assigned Probation Officer assists the parties in an 
attempt to reach an agreement. The agreement is 
reduced to writing, and then presented to the Court 
for approval as an order for judgment. In your case, it 
would be a temporary order. If no agreement is 
reached, the parties would then proceed to the court¬ 
room to argue the merits of their motion to a judge. 
The judge would then render a decision after hearing. 

A Probation Officer will inform the parties and attor¬ 
neys before Dispute Intervention begins of the follow¬ 
ing standards and office procedures: 

“- the process is not confidential 

- the process is not voluntary 

- there is no requirement to settle 

- the Probation Office shall run a CARI/CORI and 
WMS check on each litigant when custody and/or vis¬ 
itation is an issue before the court 

- the Probation Officer may be requested to make 
recommendations 

- the Probation Officer is a mandated reporter 

- the Probation Officer may terminate the dispute 
intervention session."

Premises liability 

Negligence by subcontractor 

The defendant was hired as a subcontractor for a 
building renovation for the opening of a restaurant. 
The plaintiff was employed by the restaurant owner as 
an executive chef and was responsible for the hiring 
and training of new personnel for the opening of the 
new restaurant. 

The restaurant was scheduled for its grand opening 
in the middle of summer. The defendant was still on 
site completing some of its work, including installing 
menu lights at the menu board by a main stairway that 
led to the basement kitchen from the dining room. At 
the same time, many restaurant employees, including 
the plaintiff, were continuously using the stairway to 
the kitchen, to prepare for the opening. 

On one occasion when the plaintiff was in the 
kitchen, employees of the defendant placed a heavy 
wooden platform across the top of the stairway, put a 
ladder on the platform, and one worker climbed the 
ladder to install the menu board lights. The employees 
of the defendant did not warn persons present on site, 
including those in the kitchen, of this activity, nor did 
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they take any safety measures to keep others away 
from the work area. 

Minutes later, the plaintiff allegedly climbed the 
stairs two or three at a time; unexpectedly and with 
great force, he struck the top of his head on the bot¬ 
tom of the platform. The impact caused the plaintiff to 
fall backward down several stairs. 

The plaintiff’s initial symptoms included dizziness, 
headaches, and a stiff neck, but he continued to work 
for 12 to 16 hours per day. His symptoms worsened 
considerably over time, but he did not seek medical 
care until about three months later. 

An MRI determined that the plaintiff had a herniat¬ 
ed C5-6 disc with a moderate degree of spinal cord 
compression. The plaintiff underwent a C5-6 anterior 
cervical diskectomy and fusion the following day. 

The plaintiff experienced significant improvement 
after the surgery and returned to work three months 
later, but some shoulder discomfort returned. His 
physician concluded that the plaintiff suffers from a 
nine percent whole person physical impairment. 

The defense argued that the platform was an open 
and obvious condition, which the plaintiff should have 
seen, and that he rushed up the stairs carelessly. 

The case was settled for $125,000.00.

I begin to question what did I do wrong to cause her 
defect? I wonder if it was the cocktail I drank to cele¬ 
brate our sixth wedding anniversary two weeks prior 
to learning we were pregnant? I drift away from this 
negative self-examination into how my pregnancy was 
so perfect and healthy. I can’t, however, seem to get 
away from the nagging question, “What caused her 
heart to be malformed?" I know I will never know. Yet, 

I search the past for answers. I yearn, however, to 
remain in the present. I gain strength in Julia’s 
strength. I hope and pray my presence will calm and 
strengthen her, as I was her security for the past nine 
months. I want her to feel the safety, comfort, and 
hopefulness my touch and voice offer. 

Dan and I took a break for dinner. We spent time 
reflecting about the past few days, since we had been 
separated from one another for much of the time. As 
we caught up to the present, I felt a lump in my throat.

My question came out, "What do we do if she dies?” 
Up until now, I had not given the thought an ounce of 
my energy. It was strange how it just came out of me. 

I immediately knew I did not want to go there. Yet, 
with her kidneys not functioning and the dialysis not 
helping her to this point, it was a fact I now had to 
face. My trust in God, at this point, was for a full 
recovery, which made it very difficult for me to even 
consider the possibility of her dying. 

Dan, on the other hand, was at a very different 
place than me. He had already given some thought to 
the possibility of Julia’s death. He went on to describe 
to me how we would frequently pass our town library 
with Kevin, and how Kevin would often ask what the 
big building was across from it.- “I think I’d like to wake 
her there,” Dan said. He continued talking about Kyle, 
a Methodist minister and friend who was also a parent 
of one of Kevin’s preschool classmates. “I thought we 
might have Kyle preside at her service," Dan offered. 
Another tough question was where do we bury her? 
Dan wondered, “How about the cemetery across from 
the Catholic Church on Main Street? The same one 
we’d often walk through and Kevin would play in.” I 
nodded and smiled. 

It was hard to focus on the potential direction this 
future offered, but Dan’s suggestions were all so inti¬ 
mately connected to our experiences. They brought 
some comfort to that uncertainty. I deeply felt Kevin’s 
presence with us that evening. His connection to his 
sister was so strong in more ways then I could imag¬ 
ine. 

After saying good-bye to Julia and me, Dan head¬ 
ed home to be with Kevin, for tomorrow was his pre¬ 
school graduation with a picnic to follow. After staying 
with Julia as late as I could, I pumped my breast one 
last time before settling myself on a cot in a large 
room the hospital provided for parents to stay 
overnight. 

Thursday (Day 10): I checked in with Julia’s nurse 
as soon as I awoke. Her condition had not changed. 
The dialysis was not functioning as well as they hoped 
yet. Only time would tell. I spent the day with my little 
girl, both the little girl in me and with my little girl. 
There was nothing to do except simply be with her 
and myself. I held her hand in mine and cherished 


every precious moment. 

Friday (Day 11): The team of physicians mad i 
their rounds early, prior to my awakening. Her condi 
tion was still the same. The dialysis was still not work 
ing for her. Her little body (weighing 5 lbs., 12 oz. a 
birth) now looked so swollen and bloated from all the 
fluid retention. The staff was reassuring and comfort 
ed me that morning. I sat there longing to hold her ir 
my arms and hear the sounds of her cry. Would i 
ever happen? 

Dan returned to be with us early that afternoon, 
missed his presence. Kevin was settled with neigh¬ 
bors and would be spending the night with them. 

Our concern grew for our little one. My prayei 
turned toward asking God for a miracle to happen, 
had faith that any moment we would see some output 
from her. 

Evening came very fast. We contacted Kevin 
about 8:00 p.m. to say goodnight, only to hear a very 
sad and scared little boy on the other end of the 
phone, longing for our presence. Dan comforted him 
as best he could. Kevin asked Dan if he could come 
home to be with him. Without hesitation, Dan said he 
would leave right away and be home in less than two 
hours. 

I understood and supported Dan, yet felt sad he 
wasn’t able to stay with us. It was so frustrating to 
have us all need one another, yet be physically dis¬ 
connected. I couldn’t wait until we were all together 
again.

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“Super” movies get super treatment 


(Part 1)... 

As you know, the DVD format is upon us and (in 
true capitalistic fashion) it seems that every movie 
company in the world is releasing movies in this for¬ 
mat in astonishing numbers. Critics everywhere are 
raving about the newest release of the “Superman” 
films. 

A box set called “The Complete Superman 
Collection" is now available and features an array of 
unbelievable extras, including documentaries, trailers, 
outtakes, lost scenes, and even screen tests of sev¬ 
eral actors and actresses who did not get the lead 
roles. (This is the first of a two-part article that will 
highlight these newly remastered films.) 

* “Superman: The Movie”: 1978. Rated PG. 

“You'll believe a man can fly." That was the slogan 
for this highly anticipated motion picture adaptation of 
the most famous comic book character of our time. 
Director Richard Donnner teams with producer 
Alexander Salkind and an all-star cast, including the 
talents of Marlon Brando, Gene Hackman, Margot 
Kidder. Ned Beatty, Valerie Perrine, Jackie Cooper, 
Susannah York, Glenn Ford, Phyllis Thaxter, Terrence 
Stamp, and - of course - Christopher Reeve as Clark 
Kent/Superman in a film written by “The Godfather” 
alumni Mario Puzo. 

The film excels in every area and proves itself to be 
of epic proportions. The impressive opening-credit 
sequence (partnered with the pounding and thematic 
soundtrack of musical genius John Williams) alone is 
eye candy that merely teases the audience with things 
to come. The film initially chronicles life on the planet 
Krypton, and it is here that we see some magnificent 
set designs, as well as the impeccable performances 
by Brando as Jor-EI, Superman's father, and 
Susannah York as his weary mother, Lara. 

Upon h\s arrival on earth, Ka\-El (the soon-to-be- 
Supermar) begins to learn about his unique origins 
and powers while simultaneously growing into a 
young man. This portion of the film ingeniously pro¬ 
vides the human aspect to the mythical tale of 
Superman through young Clark Kent’s relationship 
with his earthly foster parents, as well as his peers. 
This type of character development during these 
sequences carries over to the rest of the film and 
effectively gets the audience involved in the character 
long before he dons the famous costume. 

Then comes act two of the picture. Kent arrives in 
Metropolis to begin his life as a reporter for the Daily 
Planet. Enter Kidder as Lois Lane and Cooper as 
Perry White in yet other examples of perfect casting. 

It isn’t long before we meet Hackman’s Lex Luthor, the 
criminal genius who wants to control the West Coast 
by causing a major earthquake. Reeve and Hackman 
play perfectly together as adversaries, and their con¬ 
flicts create much of the tension in the second act. 
Then, of course, comes the Oscar-winning special 
effects that include the energizing - and famous - hel¬ 
icopter scene which brought audiences to their feet.

Christopher Reeve is back as The Man Of Steel, 
and (fortunately) so is all the creativity and magic that 
made the first film fly so high. Richard Donner turns 
the reins over to director Richard Lester, who teams 
\A(jtb producer Alexander Salkind and writer Mario 
P6zo to bring Superman’s greatest threat yet to the 
screen. The three criminals that were banished to the 
dreaded Krypton prison, the Phantom Zone, in the 
first film are now loose on earth with the same powers 
as Superman and are bent on global domination (with 
a little help from returning Gene Hackman’s Lex 
Luthor). Also returning are Ned Beatty as the bum¬ 
bling Otis and Valerie Perrine as Miss Tesmacher, as 
well as all other central characters. Marlon Brando 
was not involved in this film because of his high salary 
requirements, and this proved to be a bad decision on 
his part because he missed out on what would have 
been another fantastic film in his repertoire. 

Many film critics and fans alike favor “Superman II” 
over its predecessor. I suspect this is due to the fact 
that audiences wanted to see how Superman would 
contend with three villains that had the same powers 
as he did. Terrence Stamp delivers a ruthless per¬ 
formance as the trio’s leader, General Zod, while 
Sarah Douglas and Jack O’Halloran play his partners 
in crime, Ursa and Non (respectively). 

“Superman II” not only explores this larger-than-life 
threat to humankind, but also further scrutinizes the 
relationship between Lois Lane (again played by 
Margot Kidder) and Superman: She discovers his 
identity secret and, consequently, creates some 
ingenious subplot tension to accentuate the already- 
unbearable tension created by the villanous trio’s 
wake of earthly destruction. 

The most famous sequences in the film, unques¬ 
tionably, are the sequences that highlight the climac¬ 
tic battle between Superman and the villains on the 
streets of Metropolis. Much of the adrenalizing power 
of the first film’s heroic moments are again experi¬ 
enced during these battle scenes as well. 

“Superman II” soars with excitement and is an 
absolutely perfect complement to the first film classic. 
Watching the DVD’s crystal-clear picture quality alone 
will have you find a new appreciation for this film, 
which is one of the best and most successful sequels 
ever made. 5 STARS.

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Side Salads... 


Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

Whenever you’re having a barbecue on the deck or 
patio, occasions need some support ... and side sal¬ 
ads are what close in the gaps. Potato Salads, cole 
slaw, and macaroni salads - they all need a dressing. 
It is the same basic dressing for all of the convention¬ 
al salads; a mayonnaise blend poured over the salad 
material. 

Here is a basic place for you to start (I mean that 
when I say start). Try adding fresh herbs or a favorite 
seasoning to your mix. What are you going to do, hurt 
something? Naw, be daring and try something unusu¬ 
al. If you don’t like it, you just never make it again. (Try 
to write down your concoctions because you might 
really like it and want to make it again.) 

For macaroni salads, I start off by adding the fol¬ 
lowing to my cooked pasta: minced bell pepper, 
onion, apple, celery, and some chopped green olives. 
Season with salt and pepper. Now add your mayon- 
aise. Pour in a little milk to make it juicy. Now I add 
some “Red Hot” sauce; just a few drops of sunshine 
or you will make the salad too hot. Pour in some 
lemon juice and sweeten things up a bit with some 
sugar or honey. Mix it all up and taste. (You can adjust 
your seasoning at this time.) 

Another variation is to add a can of baby sweet 
peas and a drained can of tuna. This makes a great 
pasta salad. I like a little mustard in mine, too. 

Recently, I saw an ad for a ketchup jar that said no 
more watery ketchup because of the nifty lid. Here’s a 
hint for you; when using ketchup or mustard in those 
squeeze bottles, just shake them before squeezing 
and you never get runny condiments. 

When you vary the style and taste of your side sal¬ 
ads, you’ll see that eveyone will enjoy them just a lit¬ 
tle bit more. BBQ sauce from scratch is easy to make. 
Try this at home. Pour a large can of tomato sauce in 
a large sauce pan. Start to simmer and add these 
ingredients to taste; yellow mustard, molasses, hot 
sauce, salt, black pepper, red pepper and just a TB or 
so of cider vinegar. Simmer well and add a small jar 
of apricot preserves. After cooking, spread this on 
ribs, chicken, or steaks (but only after the meats are 
cooked and just enough to bubble the sauce up). 
BBQ sauce is a condiment, not a cooking agent. 

So enjoy those barbecues and listen to the “Food 
Dude.” Always remember, “It’s not what you’re eating, 
it’s whom you’re dining with.”

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“Kindness Campaign” 
at Agawam 
Middle School 

A simple act of kindness may not appear to be a 
very effective tool to fight violence, but evidence is 
mounting that these acts of caring may provide our 
best chance to reverse some troubling trends in our 
culture. Research indicates that put-downs and bully¬ 
ing are on the rise, and are most prevalent in grades 
four through eight. 

Nationwide, kids in this age group receive more 
than 30 put-downs a day. Most of these occur at 
school or at home. If we listen closely, the chorus of 
“happy voices" from the school yard may not sound all 
that happy. 

Educators at Agawam Middle School have recent¬ 
ly implemented a schoolwide "Kindness Campaign." 
As educators, we recognize that 80 percent of student 
behavior is directed toward recognition and approval. 
Young people will actually seek out negative attention 
if there isn’t enough positive recognition to go around. 
Many acts of kindness go unrecognized, while acts of 
violence are quickly recognized and sometimes over¬ 
recognized by the media. 

We have a huge number of truly “nice kids” in our 
school and our community who never get recognized 
or appreciated. The "Kindness Campaign" operates 
by setting up a mechanism to recognize these kids. 

Every classroom at Agawam Middle School has a 
Kindness Ballot Box. Students can nominate peers 
for “Student of the Week" by submitting a card identi¬ 
fying a classmate for acts of kindness and caring. 
Each week, ballots are collected and tabulated. Two 
students, one from grade five and one from grade six, 
are selected and recognized as “Student of the 
Week.” The honor is announced at all lunches on 
Fridays. 

While this program is in its infancy, we hope it will 
generate positive peer pressure. Kids have begun 
looking for behaviors that warrant recognition. They 
are beginning to think of kindness and caring on a 
more conscious level. Rather than just being expect¬ 
ed and accepted, pro-social behavior is more openly 
recognized and appreciated. And we are proudly 
holding up our “Nice Kids" as examples to be fol¬ 
lowed. Kindness can be contagious. 

If you would like to join us in our efforts, here are 
some ideas for spreading kindness in your family, 
neighborhood, and workplace: 

* Make a list of things that you can do to bring more 
kindness to yourself, your family, neighborhood, 
school, workplace, or community. 

* Put your shopping cart back in its appointed 
space in the parking lot. 

* As you walk through your neighborhood, pick up 
any trash on the sidewalk or gutter. 

* Send a letter to a friend, teacher, or minister let¬ 
ting them know what a difference their acts of kind¬ 
ness made in your life. 

* When someone new enrolls in your school, make 
them feel welcome and offer to help them get orient¬ 
ed to the school. 

* Make an anonymous donation to a local charity 
that is actively helping young people or start a 
fundraising drive in your office for such organizations. 

* Organize your friends or work mates to gather 
used clothing and give it to homeless shelters. 

* Ask your children to go through their toys and 
donate some of them to children who are less fortu¬ 
nate. 

* Offer to babysit for a neighbor’s children so they 
can take a break from parenting. 

When someone new moves into your neigh- 
borhod, bake some cookies and go over and wel¬ 
come them to the neighborhood.

Why won’t he ever praise me? 

• (Part 2 of 2) 

We talked about Ann’s survival techniques. I sug¬ 
gested that she wears a smile on her face all the time 
so people won’t get to see the real Ann. When I asked 
her if she has many friends, she told me that she real¬ 
ly doesn't like to get too close to anyone. So, she has 
friends, but no one to whom she’s a best friend. 

I responded that she has chosen to keep herself 
aloof so that no one will really get too close to her and 
find out what she is experiencing at home. “Ann,” I 
continued, “you have skillfully put a wall around you to 
protect you from Dad’s screaming. In doing so, you 
have kept others at arm’s length, too. I wish you had 
let me in earlier, but I guess you just didn’t want to talk 
about what was going on. Sometimes, when you don’t 
mention it, you figure it doesn’t exist. But, you know, if 
you do not mention it, then you cannot manage it and 
that’s what’s happening.” 

Ann reached over for some tissues, wiped her 
eyes and cheeks, and gave me a slight smile. This 
time, there was no nervous laugh. Ann thanked me 
for listening. 

“But, Mrs. Cohen, why won’t he ever praise me? I 
do some nice things, you know, and for what? He 
never notices.” Looking at her, I gently responded, 
“Ann, he’s probably a very unhappy guy. Maybe he 
had some issues when he was growing up. At any 
rate, he is filled with anger and you are there, so he 
chooses to vent his anger at you. He can’t yell at work 
or he would lose his job, so he yells at home, where 
he feels safe and chooses to yell at the two people 
who are close to him - you and Mom. You both don’t 
yell back, you walk on eggshells so that you don’t 
upset him, so in a way, you enable him to continue. 

"There are no consequences for his actions, so he 
feeis safe in yetting. Ann, you’re not the one at fault. 
You’re not a bad person. Dad is the one who must 
work out his problems, but will that happen? I don’t 
know. I know, though, that you must start believing in 
yourself and start believing that you are a worthwhile 
person. You know, by coming to school, by bringing 
up your grades, you will be able to graduate, go on to 
school, or get a job. Then you’ll be able to move out 
of your house, and go on with your life. 

Will Ann be able to truly go on? Will she really be 
able to develop a feeling of trust for another person? 
Will she start to feel better about herself? Will she be 
able to separate the fact that she can love her dad, 
but hate his actions? 

Then, too, will Dad every wake up from his engulf¬ 
ing misery and be able to reach out to others with 
respect and love? Will he ever praise her? I don’t 
know. But I’m hopeful. I simply have planted the 
seeds of understanding in Ann’s mind. Now it’s her 
turn to nurture them so they will grow and she will 
grow.

Takes out Mohawk in five... 

Top-seeded AHS boys’ volleyball team 
digs deep and survives quarterfinal 


When you’re the top seed, as the Agawam High 
boys’ volleyball team happens to be in the Division I 
tournament, you’d think things might seem to be all in 
your favor - lower seeds to play; a home court advan¬ 
tage; and ferocious and faithful fans screaming for 
you from the stands. 

Well, sports being what they are, nothing is always 
what it seems, as the Agawam boys found out 
Tuesday evening (May 29th)in their quarterfinal battle 
at Kibbe Gym against Mohawk Regional, a five-game 
winner over number nine Minnechaug in a first found 
match. 

Agawam (18-2) had beaten the Warriors (10-8, 
number eight) in two games during the regular sea¬ 
son, so figure it out. They were extended to the limit, 
coming away with an 8-15, 17-15, 7-15, 15-9, 15-3 
win. 

“It’s a good thing I don’t have ulcers because I’d 
have them now,” Brownie Coach Pat Demers said 
afterwards. 

The first game saw Mike Thomas, Brian Forsman, 
and Mike Kelly on the front line, backed up by Joe 
Maynard, Joe Case, and Evan Machos. Mohawk had 
the serve and ran out to a 3-0 lead before Thomas 
(behind some good play by Maynard) brought 
Agawam back with two points on his serve. 

Mohawk served out. Case tied things at 3-3 on his 
service game before the Warriors got another point for 
a 4-3 lead. It stayed that way for four service games 
before Forsman stepped to the back line to give 
Agawam a 5-4 lead. 

It was 6-4 on a Case service off a Machos tip into

the Warriors’ center court. 

Then, the Agawam offense came unglued and its 
defense wasn’t far behind. Mohawk had 14 out of the 
next 17 service games to take a 13-6 lead. Finally, 
Case (behind a couple of Brownie kills) managed to 
serve for two points, making it 13-8, Mohawk. 

However, the Warriors chipped away for two more 
points. Agawam would score no more and dropped 
the first game. 

Kelly, Forsman, and Thomas were up front for the 
second game. Maynard, Case, and Machos manned 
the back row. 

The Warriors went up 3-1 before Agawam came 
back to tie it at three on a Machos service game. An 
ace by Matt O’Neill had Agawam up, 4-3. Mohawk tied 
it at 4-4 and went ahead again, 5-4. Agawam - behind 
Case’s serve and a tip score from Kelly - made it 5-5. 

Machos, who had a nice defensive spike on the 
Warriors’ next service game, served three times and 
gave Agawam a 7-5 lead. Mohawk fought back to tie 
things once again at 7-7. 

Case was up again and served three times. He got 
two more Brownie points, one on a big kill from 
Machos. Mohawk tied It at 10-10. Agawam, on a 
Thomas serve, made it 11-10. 

The Warriors went up 13-11. Then, after Case got 
one courtesy of a Kelly kill, took a 14-12 lead on an 
Agawam defensive error, and the Brownies were sud¬ 
denly looking at the possibility of going down two 
games to none. 

Forsman, who drew praise from Demers for having 
a terrific match, served three times and brought the 


Brownies back to tie things at 14-14. 

It was 15-all when Thomas, on his service, got one 
back on a Warriors’ carry. The Warriors could do noth¬ 
ing when it was their turn. Agawam now had Maynard 
up and serving for the game at 16-15. He got it on a 
big kill from Machos, and Agawam tied things at one 
game all. 

Thomas, Forsman, and Kelly were up front; 
Machos, Case, and Maynard had the back line in 
game three. Agawam was never really in synch for 
this one, going down 12-3 before trying to mount a 
comeback behind four strong service games by 
Machos(including an ace). A wide Warriors’ return 
had Agawam down, 12-6. 

However, they would score only one more point on 
Forsman’s serve, and Mohawk ran out the string for a 
third-game win. 

Down two games to one and facing elimination, 
Agawam started Kelly, Forsman, and Thomas, with 
Maynard, Case, and Machos behind them.

Tedone WMass. champ; girls 
take third; four going to States 


At the end of a long day, the Agawam High boys’ 4 
x 800 meter relay team was just leaving the rain- 
drenched track at Springfield College as another 
cloudburst opened up on the Western Mass. Track 
and Field Championships on Saturday, May 26th. The 
majority of the teams and fans had since scattered. 

Most of the Agawam High girls’ team had already 
picked up their soaked gear and had headed off to the 
awaiting bus. Some of the kids were down over the 
day’s events, as the script didn’t quite play out as what 
was hoped for. 

Still, the Brownie girls placed third at Western 
Mass., two spots ahead of last year’s pace. The boys 
finished eighth overall in Division I, a huge leap for¬ 
ward from a year ago. The girls tabulated 61 team 
points, 12.5 points off the pace from this year’s 
Western Mass, champ, Amherst Regional (73.5 
points), and 10 away from the runner-up, Minnechaug 
Regional (71 points). 

^ The Brownie girls (8-1 and the Valley League 
champs) had cruised past these two teams in the reg¬ 
ular season, but fell last Saturday to a numbers game 
whereby both Amherst and Minnechaug managed 
many firsts to hold off the depth-deep Brownies.

stretch drive to take the Division I title at 52.8, thereby 
qualifying for this Saturday’s (June 2nd) State Track 
and Field Championships. 

Tedone is the only Brownie boy who qualified for 
States. 

Tedone also qualified for the State Meet after the 
Western Mass. Indoor Track Championships last 
February. His 10 points easily led the Brownies last 
Saturday. 

Senior Steve Messina, the team’s resident speed 
merchant, placed third in the 200 meters at 23.40. 
John Slachetka scored a point by placing sixth in the 
300-meter hurdles, and the two relays teams (the 4 x 
100 and 4 x 400) each placed fourth, respectively. 

Coach Bill Dillon had to be pleased by what he saw 
this year. The team ended at 7-2, were tri-champs of 
their league, and with a strong nucleus returning, AHS 
boys track continues to be a program on the rise.

Speaking of a team on the rise, the AHS girls 
(despite being disappointed by not winning the whole 
thing last Saturday) will see 45 out of their 61 points 
returning for the 2002 season. 

Leading scorers last Saturday were sophomore 
Kaitlin Sardella, nine points; freshman Megan Kelley 
nine points; sophomore Andrea Babbin, 8.5 points: 
and senior Laura Bucalo, eight points. 

Seeded second in the 800 meters, Sardella placed 
second in that event with a personal best time of 
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2:26.5. She is headed for the State Meet on Saturday. 
She was the 1,000-meter Western Mass, champ this 
past winter and is returning to the States. 

Kelley was seeded fifth in the mile and moved up 
three places to take second and qualify for the State 
Meet. Her time of 5:26.92 was a personal best, and 
she’s just a freshman who certainly turned a lot of 
heads by running what was described by the coaches 
as a great race. 

Babbin competed all over the place, but finished 
second in the pole vault (after being seeded fourth), 
breaking her own school record with a nine-foot jump. 
She will be in the State Meet as well. Babbin didn’t 
place in the 100-meter dash. 

Bucalo, Agawam’s All-Western shot putter from a 
year ago, took second with a personal-best heave of 
34.4 feet. She placed second in 2000, as well. Bucalo 
is heading for the State Meet on Saturday. 

Sophomore speedster Angela Buendo (plagued all 
season by an assortment of injuries) ran a 13.21, 
good for six team points and third place. She will be a 
huge factor in that event next season. 

Brownie Coaches Dan Pryce, Rebecca Brown, and 
Ian Lane received other strong performances on a 
simply miserable day for track. Senior Bianca Chase 
got four team points with a fourth in the javelin (89 
feet): sophomore Heather Cox - not considered a fac¬ 
tor going in - stepped up big-time to take a fourth in 
the 100-meter high hurdles at 18.4; senior Ashlee 
Lorraine was fifth in the pole vault at eight feet; soph¬ 
omore Jodie Pfau finished fifth in the 800-meter run at 
2:30.1; junior Danielle Cirillo (who ran and jumped all 
season with a painful hamstring problem) finished fifth 
in the triple jump at 32.3 feet; sophomore Christine 
McGavin - the heir apparent to assume Bucalo’s man¬ 
tle - placed sixth in the shot put at 30.11.5 feet; soph¬ 
omore Kristen Strole, sixth place in the discus with a 
personal-best time of 91.6 feet; and sophomore 
Shannon McDyer (the team’s leading scorer in the 
regular season) was sixth in the long jump at 15.25 
feet. 

The school record-holding 4 x 800 meter relay 
team (drowned rats by now, as the race began at 5:30 
p.m.) placed fourth with a time of 10:37.3, which was 
over 13 seconds off the pace from the previous week 
at the PVIACs. But the entire relay team is back - 
sophomore Kaitlin Sardella, junior Katherine 
Sheehan, sophomore Jodi Pfau, and freshman 
Megan Kelley - and the coaching staff figures the 
school record will fall again next year. 

The 4 x 100 relay team returns Cirillo and Babbin 
next year, and loses seniors Lauren DeLuca and 
Emily Norris. The quartet placed fifth at 53.97.

AHS awaits 
tournament spot 
after loss to CHS

Well, if the Agawam High baseball team had a bad 
game on tap, it’s better to experience it in the regular 
season than the playoffs. 

That dog came Monday afternoon (May 28th) 
before a big Memorial Day crowd against Cathedral 
High School at Harmon Smith Field. The final was 11- 
0, Panthers, which clinched the Valley League title for 
them. Agawam, with a win, would have tied for first in 
the Valley League. 

The Brownies were coming off an impressive 8-1 
win the day before over Holyoke, thus avenging a loss 
to the Knights earlier in the campaign.

And 
their three pitchers could find no way to handle the 
visiting hitters, as they belted out 12. 

Cathedral started things out in high gear and never 
looked back with two runs in the top of the first off 
starter Mike Carmody. 

Both teams went scoreless for two innings. The 


Brownies did, however, show their power in the bot¬ 
tom of the second. But Cathedral answered with some 
excellent defense. Lou Conte, John Lynch, and Mike 
Hill all launched bodacious bombs deep to left and 
rightfield, and all three of those shots were run down 
by the fleet Panther outfielders.

The basic swing... 

Begin the backswing by drawing back the clubhead 
low to the ground. Do not break the wrists, and do not 
“pick up” the club with your hands. As the backswing 
progresses, the wrists should break naturally. 

Pause slightly when the club reaches the top of the 
swing and the shaft of the club is approximately par¬ 
allel to the ground. At this point, your weight should be 
concentrated on the inside of your right leg. 

Your hips should lead the downswing, followed by 
your shoulder and arms. As the club swings through 
the impact area, your arms should straighten, your 
hips should open up. and your weight should shift to 
your left side. As you finish your swing, the only part 
of your right foot that should be touching the ground 
is your toe.
